Dear Governor Parson: 


Enclosed please find the budget request for FY 2022 for Missouri State 
Public Defender. Our request is made with an understanding of the 
budget constraints Missouri is facing this year and with an 
appreciation for the need to be good stewards of taxpayer funds. 
MSPD has two requests: that our core budget remain in place and that 
the State provide one additional attorney for the twelve trial offices 
where excessive caseloads have resulted in the creation of a waitlist 
for services. 


MSPD has been plagued for decades with excessive caseload issues. 
In FY 2020 MSPD has worked to not only provide effective 
representation for our clients, but also to decrease the number of 
cases which require MSPD representation. MSPD has: 


-used available funds to contract out cases on the waitlists 
decreasing the list from over 5,000 cases to approximately 
2,500 cases; 


-entered into a MOU with Department of Labor to verify 
applicant income information to make certain that only eligible 
applicants receive legal representation at the public expense; 


-reallocated attorneys to counties where filed cases have 
increased; 


-worked with the courts to limit eligible cases to those where 
the defendant is facing incarceration. 


The Attorney General is defending MSPD and the State of Missouri in a 
lawsuit brought by the ACLU to contest the constitutionality of those 
waitlists. Decreasing the number of cases on those waitlists can be 
effective in a successful resolution of that lawsuit for Missouri. 


Waitlists result in delays that are detrimental not only to our clients, 
but also to the State, the courts and the complaining witnesses. One 
additional attorney in each of these twelve offices that have a court 
authorized waitlist will significantly decrease the existing waitlists and 
the addition of new defendants to them. 


MSPD has taken significant steps to improve Missouri’s ability to fulfill 
its constitutional mandate to provide legal representation at public 
expense to the poor. Your recommendation in support of our core 
budget, as well as our one new decision item, will solidify the 
collaborative efforts that MSPD and the courts have begun. | 
appreciate your recommendation of this request. 


Representation in Gagnon parole hearings is also part of this request. 
The number of qualified parolees is still unknown, but we must have 
the necessary resources to take on this representation at a time while 
we are still struggling to fulfill our constitutional mandate. 


Together the State of Missouri can move beyond this caseload crisis to 
a successful partnership to provide high quality representation as 
required by the Sixth Amendment of the United States Constitution 
and Article |, Section 18 of the Missouri Constitution.

The single overriding goal of the Office of the Missouri State Public Defender is to provide effective criminal defense representation for its clients 


fulfilling the State's constitutional mandate to provide legal representation to the poor charged with criminal offenses who are unable to retain 
counsel on their own. Strategies to accomplish this mission have been identified and implemented with continued refinements to enhance 
productivity and efficiencies, reducing costs and eliminating waste in the processes and operations that deliver such services.

MSPD tracks both intake of new cases and resolution of disposed cases. 

MSPD also tracks outcomes of those cases. Many cases take more than a eee 
year from assignment to disposition and many more do not fall neatly, FY2019 
start to finish, within a single fiscal year. The chart reflects the reality 
that no lawyer begins the fiscal year with an empty file drawer. At the 
start of FY2020, Missouri's Trial Division public defenders had over 29,154 
pending cases already on their desks, to which another 55,548 new cases 
were assigned over the course of the fiscal year.

MSPD provides representation to the majority of persons facing criminal charges in Missouri's courts. Each eligible applicant is assigned to an 
individual Assistant Public Defender who is responsible for the representation of the client. MSPD measures incoming cases by charges filed by the 
State and jurisdiction in which the charges are pending. MSPD measures disposition of the cases by the final outcome of the case; i.e. trial, guilty 
plea, dismissal, etc. Any case which results in a conviction is eligible for post conviction review by both circuit and appellate courts. MSPD is 
generally responsible for providing representation in those cases also. 


The attorneys of MSPD have a duty to represent the eligible indigent defendants that request legal representation, but those attorneys must balance 
the rights of those eligible defendants with the obligations of the attorney to provide competent and effective assistance. Because more cases are 
eligible for legal representation at public expense than the State has provided resources to handle, twelve trial offices currently have court authorized 
waitlists for services. Eligible applicants on those waitlists must appear in court without counsel until an attorney is available to provide legal 
representation. 


As Chief Justice Draper noted in his State of the Judiciary speech in January, 2020 "the system simply does not work without a sufficiently funded and 
staffed public defender system. To be sure, all attorneys in public service work long, hard hours, and many are underpaid and under-recognized. But if 
criminal cases cannot be moved efficiently through the system because of overloaded attorneys, we risk leaving those who are guilty on the street, 
those who are not guilty unable to return to being productive members of society, and victims and their families powerless to find closure and move 
forward with their lives. Together, we all share the burden of our state constitutional mandate demanding that ‘justice shall be administered without

Missouri's criminal courts 
would come to a standstill without MSPD. At any time, MSPD is the defense attorney of record in the majority of criminal cases pending in those 
courts. Chief Justice Draper explained the danger to Missouri without a funded public defender system is that the guilty will go free, the innocent will 
be unable to return to their communities and victims will not have closure.

There are three primary measures of effectiveness applicable to the Missouri State Public Defender System: 


(1) Case Law: Through cases ruled upon by the United States Supreme Court, the Missouri Supreme Court and Courts of Appeal, specific standards 
of what does or does not constitute effective assistance of counsel in the representation of a criminal defendant have evolved. Where an attorney is 
found by the court to have failed to meet those standards, any conviction of the defendant must be set aside. 


(2) Missouri Rules of Professional Responsibility are established by the Missouri Supreme Court and applicable to every attorney licensed to 
practice law within the State of Missouri. The Rules set out what is expected from a competent, professional attorney and are enforced by the 
Missouri Supreme Court through its Office of Chief Disciplinary Counsel. Failure to comply with these rules can result in actions being taken against 
the attorney's license, ranging from a formal reprimand up to and including permanent disbarment from the right to practice law within the state. 


(3) MSPD Guidelines for Representation adopted by the Missouri State Public Defender Commission, which set out the Commission's expectations 
of its attorneys in order to meet the above standards for effective representation of clients served by Missouri Public Defenders. 


Unfortunately, the Missouri State Public Defender System is not currently able to meet many of these standards because it is staffed to handle only a 
percentage of the total caseload assigned to it this last year. The overload has forced lawyers and investigators alike to cut corners, skip steps, and 
make on-the-fly triage decisions in order to keep up with cases coming in the door. As a result, effectiveness in many of these cases is compromised.

The issue of Missouri State Public Defender’s excessive workload has been the subject of five different studies. Each of these investigations reached the same 
conclusion: Missouri does not provide funding for enough lawyers to fulfill the state’s constitutional obligations to provide counsel for the poor.

As a result of these excessive caseloads waitlists for services have been established in jurisdictions covered by twelve of MSPD’s trial offices. (see map and 
chart on the following pages.) Almost 2,500 cases await an available public defender to enter as counsel for the defendant. That delay is detrimental not only 
to the defendant; but also to the courts, the State and the counties. 


MSPD has been proactive in eliminating excessive caseload. Indigence guidelines have been tightened and consistently enforced. MSPD has limited accepting 
cases that will not result in the defendant’s confinement. MSPD has reallocated available assistant public defender FTE positions from urban areas to areas 
that have seen a growth in population and/or crime. MSPD has reallocated senior management attorney positions to trial office assistant public defender 
positions. 


Twelve assistant public defenders are requested in this new decision item. One additional attorney in each of twelve trial offices that have court authorized 
waitlists will significantly decrease the existing waitlists and the addition of new defendants to those waitlists. These twelve trial offices are responsible for all 
existing and incoming eligible trial division cases in 38 of Missouri’s 114 counties. 


The average cost per case to significantly reduce the waitlist by adding 12 FTE is $330.66. (Including fringe benefits funded in HB 5 the average cost per case 
by adding FTE is $497.82) The reduction of these waitlist cases by contracting to private counsel is at an average cost of $711.60 per case. Providing 
constitutional representation to the waitlisted defendants through adding twelve additional assistant public defenders is $820,032. Providing constitutional 
representation to the waitlisted defendants through conflict counsel would be at a cost of $1,764,768. Adding FTE is a more cost efficient way to fulfill this 
constitutional mandate and could save the State approximately $530,000 per fiscal year. 


Due to the expectation the current pandemic will limit the availability of the State’s funds for new decision items, this is the only new decision item being 
requested by MSPD in FY 2022.

Because this is a new function for the Public Defender's Office, the caseload is not readily determinable. While the Department of Corrections analysis believes 
there will be approximately 440 cases per year that will qualify for representation, that number could easily increase to over 4,000 cases. The Governor's 
recommendation for the funding request is on a conservative basis of 4 FTE's along with one-time start-up equipment and occupancy costs. MSPD's analysis 
requested 10 attorneys and the necessary support staff. Future funding decisions will need to be made after a review of the actual caseloads throughout this 
first year, then adjustments made to ensure that the state meets the minimum constitutional standards. MSPD can handle these hearings most efficiently by 
having a specialized unit. The hearing schedule set out in Gasca court order would require attorneys to attend preliminary hearings on very short notice. That 
type of work is managed most effectively when it is the sole focus of the attorney, as opposed to when a trial attorney is trying to fit it into an already 
overloaded court schedule.
